TEACH THE CHILD 
FIRE PREVENTION 


The child of today is the citizen of 
comorrow. In a comparatively short 
‘pace of time, cur children will be the 
aome builders and business men and 
women of the nation; the responsibil- 
‘ty will soon be theirs of directing 
ts destiny and of bearing our torch 
of civilizaticn onward. We cannot 
yyepare them too well for this great 
yurpose. The progress that may be 
nade in our and their day toward the 
‘timate goal of human happiness will 
‘epend largely upon how much we 
each them of what is good, helpful 
ind progressive, 

You no doubt, know about the 
ittle things which start big fires. 
Many of the causes are simple things 
nd are too complex or difficult for 
the child mind tc grasp and under- 
‘tand, Children cannot be taught the 
simple fundamentals of life too young. 
[he younger they are, the mora 
‘lastic their minds, and the more re- 
eptive to truth. To make them un- 
lerstand requires meeting their 
ninds with child thought and 
language. The failure of so many, 
‘ven teachers in school, to teach child- 
ren successfully is, because they try 
to teach a five year old child in fifty 
vear old language and thought. An- 
vthey reason for failure is becouse 
of lack of love for the child. To love 
a small child is instinctively to in- 
fluence it. The child just as instinctiv- 
ly shuns those who do not lcve it, 

Now while they are eagerly grasp- 
ing every fragment of knowledge 
which ccmes to them, and while their 
ways are being moulded into life-long 
habits, ceammence the teaching of fire 
prevention. ‘each them the dangers 
of heat, that is, stoves close to wood- 
wrk, or stove pipes through or close 

*; or ceilings, or of oils 
when mixed with cotton or other 
fibres and hence cof furniture polishes 
and other things which contain oils. 
Keep on teaching them until they 
understand, not necessarily why, but 
that these and many other simple 
things if misused or neglected be- 
come dangerous hazards which might 
harm or destroy them. 

The most oportune time for teach- 
ing fire danger to children is in the 
impressionable age during the lowest 
grades of school, After that time, it 
becomes increasingly difficult to gen- 
uinely impress them; the older they 
become, the more sterectyped are 
their habits and when they reach the 
absent-minded age, they are hopeless, 
If you have small children, you are 
vitally interested for you want to 
know that they are safe from danger 
of fire. So begin at once to teach 
them the safe way and continue un- 
til you feel that they are competent 
to care for themselves.

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Education And The Teacher 
Few people look upon periods of depression such as Western Canada 
has experienced in the past few years, along with most of the other coun- 
tries of the world in carying degree, with complacency. On the contrary 
here, as elsewhere, such experiences are usually regarded by the great ma- 
jority as periods of unadulterated evil, with dissatisfaction and unrest their 
inevitable concomitants, 

It is customary, under such conditions, to surround everything with a 
halo of gloom. Everything is wrong at home and abroad. Words and deeds 
are subjected to criticism in an intensive search for microscopic flaws and 
motives are probed with deep, underlying suspicion. Altruism and faith in 
fellow mankind almost appear to have gone into hibernation and the whole 
stream of life seems to be ruffled with turbidity. Criticism is the order 
of the day. 

Criticism of the right type and with the proper motive behind it has, 
of course, its place in the scheme of things. In fact, without it, there could | 
be little if any progress, but if it is to fill its appointed role in life, it must 
have behind it a sincere desire to promote betterment and must be dictated 
by reason rather than swayed by blind passion, 

The educational systems and educational methods in operation, in the 
prairie provinces are among the many things which have had to run the | 
gamut of the critical vogue of the period. The criticism which has, in re- 
cent years, been voiced freely at conventions, school board sessions, public} 
meetings and during election campaigns in the home and on the street! 
comes not only from parents of children attending educational institutions) 
and the general public but also from educational authorities, teachers and | 
others trained in the craft of pedagogy. 

One hears, on the one hand, that the educational system is too expen- 
sive and too extravagant. On the other hand, governments and trustees 
are accused of parsimony. One day the people are told that, in effect, the | 
educational system and set-up is lagging behind the times and the follow- | 
ing day, that it is too far advanced for the requirements of present day 
social conditions and requirements. 

As to methods, curricula, equipment and text books, criticisms are | 
legion and varied, so much so, in fact, that it wou!d take a ponderous tome 
to even list them. 

While it may be very difficult, and perhaps impossible to crystallize all 
these opinions and criticisms into some co-ordinate form which might 
enable them to be attacked and dealt with on a scientific basis, the exist- 
ence of so much discussion on such an important topic demonstrates, at} 
least, that the depression is having the beneficial effect of arousing a keener 
interest in a topic of vital interest to the future welfare of the country, be- 
cause it cannot be denied that the trend of education of the youth of today 
will largely determine the destiny of the nation tomorrow. 

Because of this it is highly important that there should be some uni- 
fication of majority opinion on educational systems, methods and trends. 

There are one or two things which should not be lost sight of in this 
welter of discussion which often, unfortunately, ranges around compara- 
tively trivial details, That is, the main purposes of educational systems, 
which might briefly be enunciated as the intention of developing a desirable 
type of citizen and of developing a citizen capable of fitting himself or her- 
self into the life of the community. 

This means the development of a race of people with character and 
ability to think and act for themselves. If this is borne in mind as the 
chief objective of education, the great importance of the character and| 
ability of the teacher becomes immediately apparent, a matter of far 
greater importance than the method, the text book or the curriculum, of 
even greater importance than the type of building in which instruction is 
carried on or the equipment that is used in imparting information, 

The statement is not made with any intention of conveying an impres- 
sion that the schools of the west are not staffed with teachers of character | 
and capacity. On the contrary, the standard of the teaching profession has 
improved very materially and rapidly for so young a country as the Cana- 
dian west and teachers of the present day generally represent a high 
standard. 

But it should be pointed out that if more emphasis is laid on the 
character and ability of the teacher as an essential of the first importance, 
the controversies over many other phases of the educational system would 
assume their rightful comparative values and would be relegated to the 
rear as questions of more or less minor consequence.

“the best nurse I could get any- 
where,” Rt, Rev, Dr. Archibald L. 
Fleming, Anglican bishop of the | 
Arctic, related a number of incidents | 
and observations of his recent tour 
of his huge diocese, one-third the en- 
tire land area of Canada. 

The bishop, whose domain com- 
prises 2,250,000 square miles, land 
and water, travelled 4,579 miles by 
air, 4,000 by railway and 900 by| 
water, averaging 100 miles a day) 
despite 16 days’ delay at obit | 
Island, and visited every mission ex- 
cept Bathurst Inland and Cambridge, 
where the fice and snow were im- 
possible to penetrate. 

While Indians make better car- 
penters, the Eskimo have consider- 
able mechanical aptitude, said the 
bishop, telling of losing the second- 
hand of his watch and having it re- 
placed by Taylor Pokiak, an Eskimo 
at Tuktoyaktuk, after every white 
man he had asked to repair it had 
had to confess inability, and of hav- 
ing his camera repaired by John 
Kaogak of Herschel Island.

Is there any difference bzetween Pzol elevators and line elevator 
companies’ The latter svem anxious to prove that both are the same, 
but there are several esSential differences. 

1, Alberta Pool Elevators aie the property of 43,000 Alberta grain 
producers. They are built for service and not fcr profit. This is not 
the case with line elevator companies. 

2. The finances and »>perations of Pool elevators are an open bovk. 
Each year they are scrutinized by seventy delegates who are representa- 
tives of the producers. The detailed operations <f the whole system and 
of each and every Pool elevator are thus obiainaile from elected dele- 
gates. Is there one line elevator company wh«' will provide customers 
with such information? 

3. The Pools use the grain exchange. But this does not imply an 
idolatrous a'titude toward that organization. The Pools believe that 
the demonst:ated weakness of the speculaive system during the depres- 
sjon had a «erious reflection in the coliapse of agriculture, and that a 
national whcat board wuld have offered greater protection. The line 
elevator conipanies are not in favor of a national whieat board and never. 
were. John I, McFarland, who conducted stabilizativn of wheat prices 
for five year , testifjed: “Theoretically the open futures system is an ideal 
system for tie handling of wheat, if it works; but when it fails to func- 
tion az it has failed, becanuse of world-wide subsidies, over-supply and 
absence of ;.peculators to carry the hedges,then my sympathy leans en- 
tirely toward the producer and his protection.” 

8. -The Pools believe the Canadian wheat producers shculd be given 

assistance 22d protection to as great a degree at least as other inter- 
ests in Canida. The Pools maintain that agriculture is Canada’s most 
important industry and cannct be neglected. The grain trade, on the 
other hand, continually campaigned for marketing Canad..’s wheat at 
“world prices.” 
The grain trade say that the Pocls operation cost millions, That 
is pure fabricaticn. Under the McFarland stabili:jation operations Can- 
adian farmers produced, and marketed the surpluses of, wheat crops 
totalling more than one billion bushels, and Canadian prjces were main- 
tained at a substantially higher level than those of competing countries. 
Fcr months the Canadian preiums ran as Ligh as 25c a bushel over pricea 
of competjve wheat. 

6. The Pools believe that agriculture needs an aggressive co-opera- 
tive organization supporting its interests and reflecting the expressed 
wishes of producers and nt subservient to vested interest, The line 
elevator companies ARE vested interests, 

7, The line elevator companies resent being designated as a “family 
compact,’ but the very advertisem<nt denying this relationship waa 
a joint affair and tends to substantiate the statement.
